This rendition of The Little Mermaid, adapted by 
Kathryn Schultz Miller, varies from the Disney version. 
For example, the names are different, although they echo 
of their Disney counterparts, and the story is based more 
on the Christian Andersen book and less on the cartoon. 

At the center of the plot is Annabelle, played by 
Lyla Horton and Michaela Mattson, a young mermaid 
who is in love with a prince and would do anything 
to be a human. Her father, Neptune, played by both

The Drama Club was formed again this year 
when the school asked some parents if they would revive 
the Drama Club after years of inactivity. This will help the 
young actors in the future, said Quirk.

For many, the highlight of the week was watching 
as the boys' basketball team won two huge games to 
finish off their incredible season with a Division 3 state 
championship, the first in the school's history.

the defensive pressure throughout the remainder of 
the game, effectively squandering any opportunities 
for Pentucket to make a comeback against the Bulldog 
offense. Will Santos played very well on both ends of the 
court, scoring 16 points to lead ORR offensively while also 
shutting down Pentucket' s star player, Pat Freiermuth, 
underneath the basket. 

The game was extremely well-attended by the Tri- 
Town community, as nearly 2,000 Bulldog fans clad in red 
flooded TD Garden to cheer the Bulldogs to a spot in the 
Division 3 finals at the DCU Center in Worcester. 

Then came the championship game that will 
likely go down in ORR legend, as the boys claimed the 
program's first-ever state championship with a 61-47 
victory over Hoosac Valley Thanks to an incredible 
performance by freshman Noah Fernandes, who scored 
a game high 20 points, the Bulldogs took a commanding 
lead in the first quarter and managed to more than hold 
their own for the remainder of the game. Fernandes 
was effective not only in the paint, but also beyond the 
three-point arc, as he hit four three-pointers to pull Old 
Rochester out of some tight situations later as the clock 
wound down. 

Hoosac Valley came out in the third quarter 
seeking vengeance, and managed to tie the game up at 
35 points apiece. According to senior co-captain Jordan 
Menard, the key was to stay focused defensively 

"We knew that playing better defense would win 
us the game," said Menard. "We knew that the offense 
would come so we had to just work on defense and 
grabbing some rebounds." 

The refocusing worked. Thanks to the strong 
presence in the paint by Evan Santos, Will Santos, and 
Matt Valles, ORR held possession for a majority of the 
fourth quarter, and thanks to the sharp-shooting of 
Ryan Beatty and Fernandes, as well as the leadership of 
Menard, the Bulldogs fought back to extend their lead 
to an unreachable ten points with 3:52 remaining in the 
fourth quarter to all but secure the championship. As 
the final buzzer sounded, the team stormed the court to 
celebrate, cheered on by hundreds upon hundreds of ORR 
fans.

"It's every kid's 
dream and not many people get the chance to do it. It's 
something I'll remember forever and something that 
people will talk about for a long time." 

The Bulldogs graduate three talented seniors in 
Menard, Beatty, and Mitch Midwood. 

And the boys' basketball team wasn't 
the only victory of the week for the ORR athletic 
community Down at the New Balance Nationals Indoor 
Championships in New York, several track athletes 
performed on a national stage with incredible results. 
The highlight would be the girls' shuttle hurdles team, 
consisted of Zoe Smith, Bailey Truesdale, Lexi Af onso, 
Morgan Middleton, and Brooke Santos, which placed 
seventh in the nation with a school-record time of 34.2 
seconds.

my husband), I fluctuate between being ticked off and in 
pain to being ticked off, in pain, and grateful. 

Fm grateful for good medical care. Fm grateful I 
have a loving, caring, strong husband. Fm grateful for the 
people who have supported me with friendship and, oh 
yeah, food. Fm grateful this happened at a time when Fm 
not missing out on too many outdoor activities. But most 
of all, and with all candor, Fm grateful I didn't break a 
hip! 

There's a great deal of pre-planning and presence 
of mind required to execute any task when you have to 
negotiate them without full use of your body parts. Take 
something as simple as using the bathroom. If you can't 
walk to the facility easily, things can get very dicey. Or, 
keeping oneself clean and presentable has numerous 
steps, not unlike a military drill ("Atten-hut!

Property Taxes to Increase 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Andrew Roiter 

The Rochester Board of Selectmen met March 16 
to hear the recommendation from the Board of Assessors 
on the Town's tax classification, which selectmen 
unanimously approved. 

The Town will leave the tax rate unified among 
the different property types, as it is now. According to 
Board of Assessors Chairman John Mello, the Town 
is broken into 4 percent personal property, 4 percent 
commercial, and 4 percent industrial, with the remaining 
88 percent residential. 

"Given that . . . the distribution amongst the 
different classes of property has not changed significantly, 
the assessors recommend that we continue with the 
unified tax rate," Mello said. 'Tf we continue with the 
unified tax rate, our excess levy capacity would be 
$4,378.34." 

An excess levy capacity is the amount the Town 
can levy (impose a tax), but it has chosen not to change. 
As the Town is operating at a level within less than 1 
percent of the levy, the excess capacity is low.

"So we're running at about 99.99999 percent 
of total levy as we have for the past six, seven or eight 
years/' said Mello. 

According to Mello, the overall value of the Town 
for fiscal year 2015 is $813,572,400, an increase of 2.4 
percent over fiscal year 2014. 

The Town's tax rate will increase by 1.6 percent to 
$14.07 per thousand dollars in home value. 

"We're starting to reflect the improvement of 
the appreciation of value we're seeing in the real estate 
market," Mello said. 

The tax rate will be signed and submitted to the 
State quickly, according to the Board of Assessors. 

The Board of Selectmen thanked Mello for his 22 
years of service as an assessor. Mello is stepping down 
from his position this year. 

"I'm sure the people who come after will do as 
good a job if not a better job," Mello said. 

Selectman Naida Parker told Mello, "You're 
leaving very big shoes." 

Town Administrator Michael McCue delivered an 
update on the progress of the budget proceedings, saying 
that they are meetings almost every day and progress is 
underway. 

Also during his report, McCue submitted a 
plan to have the Town officially recognize Arbor Day 
as a holiday as he mentioned he would in the March 9 
meeting.

The Town is also putting together a memorandum 
of understanding, which details the transfer of a recycling 
truck from Rochester to Marion. The two towns originally 
shared the truck, but with ABC Disposal's recent overhaul 
of recycling collection duties in Rochester, the truck serves 
no purpose for Rochester. 

The board briefly discussed Governor Charlie 
Baker's proposal, which would allow towns to split 
the costs related to snow and ice over two fiscal 
years. According to McCue, the cost for snow and ice 
management in Rochester topped $100,000 this year. 

McCue also submitted to the board a draft 
of a letter to the Southeastern Regional Planning and 
Economic Development District (SRPEDD) to discuss the

Fire Chief Search Begins 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Town of Marion is ready to move ahead with 
its advertisement to fill the fire chief position that current 
Marion Fire Chief Thomas Joyce will leave empty on June 
30 when he retires after six years on the job. 

During final discussions about the job description, 
advertisement, and screening process, the Marion Board 
of Selectmen on March 17 discarded the residency 
requirement for the position, a move that could possibly 
attract more candidates who otherwise might not apply 
because of factors such as housing and the uprooting of a 
family. 

"That's a tremendous cost,'' said Chairman 
Jonathan Henry. "That would probably rule out a lot of 
people who would otherwise do it." 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson concurred, 
saying a residency requirement is difficult to impose and 
would not be in the best interest of the Town. 

Selectman Jody Dickerson requested that the 
selectmen consider decreasing a 15-mile radius residency 
requirement and make it closer to five miles so a 
prospective chief could still be within close enough range 
to respond quickly to an alarm. 

"Technically, you could live in Falmouth as the 
crow flies," Dickerson said against the 15-mile radius. 
"I think five miles is pretty good," he said, although he

The board also discussed changing the EMT 
certification requirement from the one-year time frame to 
a two-year time frame, with accompanying experience in 
emergency response services.

in the region not adjacent to Marion will be asked to 
assist in the screening process to select the most qualified 
applicants. 

The board approved the changes, and Dawson 
said he would start advertising the next day. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved a 
request for an additional sewer flow at 16 Cottage Street 
in the presence of the petitioner. Christian Loranger, who 
wishes to raze and reconstruct the existing five-bedroom 
apartment building into a condominium complex. 

Loranger told selectmen he would rebuild, 
staying within the building's original footprint and well 
within the Town's Zoning Bylaws. The condos would 
offer two bedrooms per unit, with a total of five units. 

"We have a lot of interest for those five units for 
people who want to downsize,'' said Loranger. "It's going 
to be a nice project when it's done." 

Henry pointed out that recently, during talks with 
the Friends of the Council on Aging, members expressed 
the need for more housing in Marion that would offer 
seniors the option to downsize and remain in Marion. 

Loranger said it has been "very hard to work 
with the envelope we have to work with," with past 
larger-scale projects for the site opposed by abutters and 
neighbors. Loranger said he wants to live in Marion and 
raise his family there. 

"I don't want to walk around having everybody 
upset," said Loranger. 

Henry said he was very glad to hear that, and the 
vote to grant the request was unanimous. 

In other matters, the Town House Building 
Study Committee, after the RFQ process, narrowed its 
choice for a firm to conduct the feasibility study for the 
Town House to Turowski 2 Architecture of Marion. The 
negotiated price of $96,000 fell well within the limit of 
funds allocated by Town Meeting, Dawson said. 

Also, selectmen and members of the 
Affordable Housing Trust are waiting for the 
Community Preservation Commission to announce 
its recommendations for CPA funding articles for the 
Annual Town Meeting in May. Selectmen are hoping to 
see the CPC recommend allocating $450,000 towards the

acquisition of nine additional affordable housing units at 
Sippican Woods - a price Dawson said could not be beat 
at $50,000 apiece. 

"If we were to go out as a Town and hire a 
developer/' said Dawson, ''you'd never do it for $50,000." 
He said acquiring the nine units might "immunize the 
Town against future undesirable 40B projects." 

The $50,000 includes the lot as well as the house, 
and the units would be perpetually recorded as affordable 
housing units. 

Dawson said the move would be cost effective 
and "really makes sense." 

In other news, the board approved a contract for 
Tata & Howard, Inc. to perform test well exploration at 
the Mary's Pond Road well site for $96,000, well within 
the budget appropriated by Town Meeting.

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day before had signed a $200 million Chapter 90 (bond) 
expressly for roads and highways/' said Gagne. "In 
light of the predicament we have right now with road 
conditions, this couldn't come at a better time." 

Calling the discussions with the state 
representatives in attendance as "very candid," Gagne 
said important issues such as changing EPA requirements, 
FEMA flood mapping problems, and regional 
transportation were all touched upon during the nearly 
three-hour event.

million for fiscal year 2016, paired with $100 million in 
new Chapter 90 monies authorized by Baker in January, 
would bring the total available funds to cities and towns 
to $300 million. 

The letter stated that the previous administration 
delayed distribution of Chapter 90 funding, causing many 
municipalities to hold off on much needed projects. 

The MMA has also petitioned the State House 
to release emergency funds to cities and towns reeling 
from snow removal costs. In a letter written to the 
administration on March 3, the MMA reported that it is 
collecting snow removal data that is estimated in the tens 
of millions of dollars and asked the state to engage FEMA 
for up to 75 percent reimbursement. 

Gagne shared that it now appears there will be 
a slight increase in unrestricted state aid to cities and 
towns, but, "WeTl wait on the fiscal numbers (to come 
out) and use last year's figure for planning purposes," not 
wanting to over-estimate until the state funds have been 
committed.

are presenting budgets that are flat year-over-year or 
around the two percent requested. Most increases involve 
contractual agreements with Town employees. 

On March 11, the Mattapoisett Finance 
Committee continued the process of meeting with 
department heads. On this night, they met with Town 
Clerk Catherine Heuberger and Police Chief Mary Lyons. 

Heuberger said, "\ think Tve been able to 
live within the budget,'' which she inherited from the 
outgoing clerk. She said that big hits to her budget, 
like mailing out census forms even to a small number 
of seasonal residences, were a problem. She said that 
her department spent $2,600 on postage to mail out the 
census forms with approximately 500 being returned due 
to vacancy. 

Heuberger explained that the Commonwealth 
mandates census taking, including to homes that are not 
owner occupied year round as oftentimes those homes 
are rented out during the winter season. However, she 
noted that what this exercise found was many homes 
remain vacant. 

Gagne said that if the home is rented out, those 
occupants are counted as residents. He said that it is 
important to get as accurate a count as possible for state 
funding purposes. 

On the theme of whether or not town bills could 
be paid online versus having to mail out paper bills, 
Heuberger said that some of the services billed from

her office can be handled via the town website - such as 
dog licenses, marriage, birth and death certificates, and 
invoices associated with harbor services - but that other 
town offices weren't able to do so at this time. 

The town clerk's FY15 budget was $149,322 with 
the FY16 budget coming in at $161,681. 

In closing out her comments, Heuberger told the 
committee that the Town needed a new voting machine, 
considering that the current equipment is antiquated 
and problematic during elections. She estimates a new 
machine will cost approximately $6,000. Gagne told 
the committee he would include this equipment in his 
bundled request for new town hall equipment. 

Next up was Police Chief Lyons. Her FY15 
Police Department budget was $1,887,133 with the FY16 
worksheet totaling $1,949,954. She said that her staffing 
needs would be unchanged with 18 full-time police 
officers (including herself), six part-time officers, and 
three (on-call) paramedics. 

The Police Department budget has a line item 
of $40,000 for a new cruiser. Another cruiser is being 
requested through Capital Expenditures, eliminating the 
use of older Ford Crown Victoria models. She said that 
one of the retiring cruisers would be given to the Council 
on Aging. 

The ambulance service also falls under Lyons' s 
responsibility. In FY15, the budget was set at $343,000, 
while the FY16 budget number is $346,540.

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Ambulance receipts have helped to offset the 
expense associated with purchasing new ambulances, 
Gagne told the committee. A new ambulance is on order 
from FY15 Town Meeting vote. Factory delays have 
prevented delivery of that unit. 

Gagne shared some other financial realities. 
He said that group health insurance, which stands at 
approximately $2 million, would go up 20 percent, which 
he called "moderate.'' He said the pension assessment 
would go up $82,000; utilities about $10,000; and other 
liability insurance coverage - workers compensation, 
cyber, HIPAA, fire, theft, property and others - will 
increase $17,000. 

Regarding the termination of a decades-long 
contract with SEMASS and increased solid waste 
disposal costs, Gagne said, "on the flipside," the solar 
farms on Tinkham Hill Road will generate tax revenues 
of approximately $29,000, and he said that the larger 
commercial solar field planned for Crystal Spring Road 
will bring in even larger sums. Overall, he said that 
revenues are on par with last year. 

When the committee meets again, Gagne said that 
Superintendent of Schools Doug White will present local 
school budgets saying, "(We) are working very well with 
the schools."

The meeting room was packed at the Marion 
Town House on March 12 when the Marion Zoning 
Board of Appeals opened its meeting.

Hanlon, who has previously held such a license in 
another town and whose training in the care and boarding 
of dogs is extensive, was surprised by the number of 
neighbors who feared that approval of her application 
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would harm their way of life. 

The ZB A received nine letters, all listing quality 
of life issues, increased traffic and noise, and use of 
residential property for business purposes as reasons why 
Hanlon's request should be denied. They also received a 
petition with approximately 45 signatures from this beach 
enclave all opposing the application. 

Karen Marotta of Wilson Road said, 'T commend 
her on her background,'' but continued to agree with 
others that such a license would somehow bring 
unwanted consequences to the neighborhood. Steve 
Whittaker of Dexter Road agreed with Marotta. 

Hanlon was seeking permission to have two 
visiting (boarding) dogs on her property at a time. 

"Fll make sure the dogs get along with one 
another,'' said Hanlon, to ensure harmony among the 
dogs on her property. She explained that each dog she 
might care for would be evaluated prior to accepting them 
and that at no time would there be more than three dogs 
in her care. 

Citing the need to review the application 
in greater detail, the board moved to take it under 
advisement for the next 90 days. 

Also coming before the ZBA was Bernard 
and Eileen Bowers of 14 Bayview Road with a request 
to modify an approved footprint by changing the 
dimensions of a proposed addition from 14 feet to 16 feet 
on the northeasterly side of the property. 
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This request also reflected a change in the 
proposed round stone patio to a rectangular wood deck 
that would have the same overall dimensions. Setbacks 
would not be affected by the change, as noted in the 
revised plans. Determination of this request is also 
pending as it was taken under 90 day advisement. 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals will be scheduled and publically posted if there 
are hearings. 

Cease and Desist Demanded - Again 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

It could have been a quick in and out for the 
Mattapoisett Planning Board on March 16 with the one 
agenda item - changes to a Form C approval issued to 
Michael Solimando for the Appaloosa Lane subdivision 
- again continued until April 6. There wasn't any other 
business to speak of, but other topics did come up and 
passions were flamed as soon as Chairman Tom Tucker 
addressed the four people in attendance and asked if 
there was any other business. 

Paul Osenkowski of 8 Oaklawn Avenue raised 
his hand and began an emotional appeal that included a 
demand that the board order work to stop on the Brandt 
Island Road subdivision. 

This is not the first time Osenkowski has 
attempted to have construction stopped at this permitted 
subdivision. He said that although the Planning Board 
mandated that work be completed on Phase I before any 
work was started on Phase II, the entire site has been 
clear-cut. 

"There was a big rain in December . . . the water 
was flowing down the street, not into the (engineered) 
retention ponds,'' said Osenkowski. "The catch basins are 
too high; this is a disaster in the making that is all going 
to flow into the cove." 

Pointing to Planning Board member Karen 
Field he said, "It's all going to end up in your back yard, 
Karen!" He continued, "They haven't followed the rules." 
He said that the Planning Board had asked the developer 
to complete roadwork in the subdivision before 
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continuing on with Phase II, but instead all the wooded 
area had been cleared now making rain events disastrous. 

Mattapoisett Highway Surveyor Barry Denham 
presented the board with a series of photos he took at the 
site during one of his nearly weekly inspections of the 
work in progress. Although those images were not shown 
to the public in attendance, the expressions on the board 
members faces spoke volumes. 

"They got 15 to 20 acres of land that has been 
clear cut, instead of selective pruning,'' said Denham. As 
they looked at the images Denham said, "It was quite a 
logging operation. They took a lot of good wood out of 
there." 

The board members appeared visually stunned 
by the photographic evidence. 

Field asked if there was a new owner. No one on 
the board was able to answer her question. 

"We did meet with the owners (approximately 
two months ago). They were supposed to put a top coat 
on the side streets," said board member Ronald Merlo. 
"There was a cease and desist and a check-list." He 
also said that the Conservation Commission had given 
the developer an Order of Conditions that must have 
included hay bales to keep solid material runoff from 
entering the saltwater cove. 

"This is going to be an ecological disaster for the 
town," said Osenkowski. He was thanked for his input. 

Also during the meeting, resident Bonne DeSousa 
asked the board about next steps in the public hearing 
planned for bylaw changes. She had sent her comments 
directly to the board members via email. 

The board read her comments silently with 
Tucker saying it was the first time he had seen them. 
DeSousa said she wanted an informed conversation about 
the suggested bylaw changes offered by Brad Saunders, 
a representative of The Bay Club - changes that are now 
being sponsored by the Planning Board. 

DeSousa said she want to understand what it 
means to "put cluster zoning in the business district." 

"Fd like to hear about how duplex housing fits 
for the town," DeSousa said. She also questioned the 
impact this type of residence would have on property 
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taxes. Tucker said he would do some research and would 
also invite the assessor to the public hearing. 

DeSousa asked if it was time to review the Town's 
Master Plan that is now nearly 15 years old. Tucker agreed 
it was time to review that document. 

In another ongoing matter, the Planning Board 
is waiting to hear back from town counsel on whether 
or not they have missed the deadline for submitting a 
letter in support of the Conservation Commission and / 
or the Marine Advisory Board regarding the proposed 
Goodspeed Island Pier. 

If they can still do so, they will. Tucker stated. The 
Planning Board has some jurisdiction via Massachusetts 
General Law over the construction of piers, Merlo stated. 

Regarding the Appaloosa Lane subdivision, 
Denham said he was in possession of the February 20 
letter from the Town's engineering consultant Field 
Engineering outlining water drainage needs. He said that 
he was in agreement with Field's conclusion, but that the 
town's drainage was too small. 

"The way all things shape up, if you accept 
the solution I won't block it," said Denham. He called 
the subdivision water management plan as having "no 
benefit to the town." 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board will be a public hearing held on April 6 at 7:00 pm 
in the Town Hall conference room, primarily to discuss 
bylaw changes that will be presented to the voters at the 
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Annual Town Meeting in May. 

Bye-bye Bylaw... For Now 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board has tabled its Zoning 
Bylaw amendment that was slated for the Annual Town 
Meeting warrant after several local small business owners 
voiced their concerns and posed questions the board 
was unprepared to answer. Little by little, the bylaw 
amendment was torn apart in the absence of its primary 
author. Co-chairman of the Zoning Bylaw Subcommittee 
Rico Ferrari. 

It was a long night - over two and a half hours 
long - for the Marion Planning Board and those in 
attendance at the March 16 meeting, which included 
not only the zoning bylaw public hearing, but also a 
discussion about board member behavior followed by 
another of the board's disagreements over the accuracy of 
meeting minutes. 

The Planning Board and its bylaw subcommittee 
had been laboring since December over a draft bylaw 
amendment to regulate the size of new business 
structures, prompted initially by the tentative CVS project 
involving a 10,000 square-foot building at the corner of 
Front Street and Route 6. 

Over time during the bylaw's evolutionary 
process, it's been whittled significantly down to the 
addition of another column added to the current bylaw's 
dimensional use table that would restrict maximum lot 
coverage for new buildings and impervious surfaces, and 
an attempt to define 'maximum lot coverage.' 

"The kindest word would be 'scary'" said Steve 
Riley of 35 Pine Hill Road about the bylaw changes. 
"Scary that we could potentially affect everybody in town 
because we're afraid somebody might come into town." 
It is throwing the baby out with the bathwater, Riley 
continued, and would lead to a number of unforeseen and 
unintended consequences. 

The maximum lot coverage column would 
restrict Residence A, B and E districts to 50% lot coverage. 
Residence C and D to 40%, Limited Business to 80% 
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(an increase). General Business to 60%, and Marine and 
Limited Industrial to 70%. 

As soon as Planning Board Chairman Stephen 
Kokkins introduced the bylaw amendment, board 
member Norman Hills' face was buried into his palm, 
shaking his head side to side. 

As Hills has maintained all along, "I don't think 
that this answers the question that we're trying to answer. 
I think the numbers ... I don't particularly agree with 
them." He said many of town counsel's recommendations 
were excluded from the document. "I don't think I could 
support it." 

Board member Dr. Michael Popitz said the 
bylaw amendment would give the board a better leg to 
stand on when businesses like CVS come to Marion, he 
commented. 

"It's not meant to hurt anybody who wants 
to build their dream house . . . but to give some sort of 
limitations to what people can do (case by case)," said 
Popitz. 

Board member Steve Gonsalves was next to 
question the bylaw. "I think we really need to think about 
this," he said. 

'Ted' of Ted's Automotive at 391 Front Street 
worried about decreased property values with an 
imposed maximum lot coverage in most business zones. 

Hypothetically speaking, he said, "Now with 
this bylaw saying I can only use 60 percent, that means 
somebody is going to take away 40 percent of that use. It's 
gonna reduce the value of that property by 40 percent." 

Board member Robert Lane corrected him, saying 
that areas currently unusable because of setbacks would 
count as part of the 40 percent mandated green space. 

"Then it's vague," said Ted. 

Owner of Saltworks Marine Dan Crete was 
uneasy about the blanket statement for 'impervious 
surfaces.' He said he would like to see wording 
specifying, for example, gravel surfaces that are not drives 
for vehicles. 

"My nursery is a classic example," said 
Gonsalves. "By this law, my nursery is totally 
impervious." He said this bylaw wouldn't even allow him 
to open up a lemonade stand at the site. 

Kokkins said the board should seriously consider 
that, and Hills said he has brought that issue up a number 
of times in the past. 

"We need to address permeable and impermeable 
surfaces and how they affect stormwater requirements," 
said Hills. 

Crete never even knew that gravel was 
considered an impervious surface, he said. "I also have 
a concern with setting a hard number. ... That's a really 
difficult target to hit when you're standing on this side of 
the podium." 

Resident Bill Saltonstall said the bylaw seemed 
unclear, especially in the absence of adequate definitions 
of terms such as building areas, parking lots, and 
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structures. Gonsalves called that food for thought. 

Riley urged board members to take a look 
at Route 6, with all the abandoned or empty lots left 
unoccupied. 

"Let's admit that, probably, all the easy picking 
lots have been taken in town. ... A lot of the ones now that 
are left are a challenge.'' He continued, "Let's not punish 
every other lot on Route 6. . ." 

Kokkins, accepting Riley's comments, disagreed 
that lots would be "penalized very much," and that the 
intent is "to keep the sensible use of land." 

"I think that we have some work that we can 
still do to change and improve what we've done," said 
Popitz. ". . .The part of the purpose of doing this is also to 
maintain or to develop the future of Marion . . . into being 
still a beautiful town instead of making it more like Fort 
Lauderdale." 

Lane wanted to be clear that this bylaw, although 
prompted by CVS, was not aimed at CVS specifically. 

"Zoning by its nature is restrictive," said Lane. 
With those restrictions come both benefits and conflicts. 
"We have to balance that." 

Randy Parker, who said he developed the Frigate 
property project, said the setback requirements back then 
were restrictive already, and these new ones might have 
prevented the project from moving ahead. 

"I understand you need more tools in your 
toolbox," said Parker. "I don't think fixed percentages are 
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the way.'' 

Sherman Briggs, owner of an excavating business 
in town, said the bylaw changes would inadvertently 
penalize owners of smaller lots. 

'1 think we need to go back to the drawing 
board/' said board member Eileen Marum. 

Lane said he was comfortable with what they 
were trying to achieve, but perhaps this was not the 
vehicle to get them there. 

The deadline to submit the final draft bylaw 
would be March 20 - not enough time to proceed to the 
Annual Town Meeting warrant in May. The matter was 
tabled; Parker clapped. 

"It's an eye-opener," said Gonsalves. "A lot of 
good intentions, but the road to hell is paved with good 
intentions . . . and it's not pervious." 

Later, Kokkins passed out to the board what he 
called suggestions on how it should conduct itself. It 
includes language about respect and courtesy, and the 
principle mission of the board: To serve the town. 

". . .The primary objective of our service is to 
benefit . . . the Town of Marion . . . over the injection of any 
personal agendas or political beliefs." 

This was promptly followed by contention over 
four sets of meeting minutes needing approval, resulting 
in the criticism of accuracy, the defending of it by Lane, 
clerk for the board, and the acceptance of only one set of 
minutes. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for April 6 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

Commission Clears Turtle Hurdle 

Marion Conservation Commission

There was a procedural question over how The 
Cove in Marion Trust might apply for a Notice of Intent 
with the Marion Conservation Commission for a project 
on Town-owned land, with the property overseen by the 
Conservation Commission itself. 

This presented a hurdle for a proposed turtle 
habitat, or turtle garden, to be created in an open space 
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wetlands parcel near Jenney Lane and westerly by 
Hammett's Cove. On March 11, ConCom Chairman 
Norman Hills, unclear as to how to proceed, liked the 
idea of having one ConCom member sign the application 
along with the 43 other abutters and interested parties 
that make up the trust. That ConCom member would 
then recuse him or herself from the vote. 

Town counsel told the commission that there had 
never been a precedent one way or the other regarding a 
procedure for an application under these circumstances, 
and the commission decided to go with Hills' preference. 

The plan, although not yet officially filed as a 
NOI, is to create a habitat area for Diamondback Terrapin 
and Eastern Box turtles. An area approximately 42 feet by 
48 feet would be excavated and then refilled with 8 inches 
of clean, course sand. 

Upon completion, a post and rope barrier would 
be erected and the surrounding open meadow would be 
subject to controlled mowing, with no mowing between 
June 1 and July 15, the typical nesting period. 

Also during the meeting, the commission 
continued the Town of Marion's NOI for the 
reconstruction of a 337-foot long, 4-foot high stonewall at 
Sprague's Cove until April 8. The project is still awaiting 
a response from the Natural Heritage and Endangered 
Species Program. 

The next scheduled meeting of the Marion 
Conservation Commission is March 25 at 7:00 pm at the

ORR Approves School Choice, Bond Savings 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
By Jean Perry 
Six school choice slots will be offered at the 
high school for the next school year, now that the Old 
Rochester Regional School Committee concluded its 
ongoing discussion March 11 and voted unanimously to 
maintain the status quo of 72 school choice students at 
ORR. 

Superintendent Doug White urged the committee 
to continue to offer new school choice slots for their 
revenue and the diversity they offer, but to also factor in 
rising student population and limited resources. 

With class sizes already high at the junior high, 
the committee opted not to offer any new school choice 
slots at the seventh and eighth grade level. 

"We've seen an increase in our own enrollment 
at the junior and high school,'' White reiterated. The high 
school is presently hovering at about 780 students, with 
the junior high at 467. 

White said it's a give and take when it comes to 
looking at the high school population, with some class 
sizes rising and others falling, and the potential revenue 
school choice students bring to the district. 

Last year, the committee voted to rein in school 
choice numbers to keep class sizes lower, and passed on 
offering junior high back in 2014. 

"We're starting to get to a place where we are 
stretching our resources," said White. "We need to take 
that into consideration." 

ORR High School Principal Michael Devoll said 
mostly, with school choice, ORR attracts "the best and the 
brightest," contributing to a positive impact for the school 
as a whole. 

"It's a collection of different kids," said Devoll. 
"We've had valedictorians that were school choice kids." 
However, he added that now, "We're pretty full." If Devoll 
had known that his incoming freshman class for this 
school year would be 40 more students than projected, he 
said he would have made a different decision regarding 
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school choice. 

The committee and White focused on maintaining 
72 as the magic number for school choice. Devoll said he 
was willing to "roll the dice'' for six more slots, as well. 

Also during the meeting, after a short 
presentation from representatives from Unibank, the 
committee voted in favor of refinancing its $13.7 million 
bond issued in 2005, resulting in a 7.3 percent savings and 
a bond refund of $565,000 over the remaining life of the 
bond. 

"It seems like a no-brainer," said School 
Committee member Robin Rounseville. She asked if there 
was any downside to approving the refund. 

"The only downside is not taking the opportunity 
before the market changes," said Business Administrator 
Patrick Spencer. "The vote gets us in the door. If we don't 
like what we see, we can continue to do it again." 

The next meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee is scheduled for April 8 at 6:00 pm in 
the junior high school media room. 

No Vote Yet on School Calendar 

Meeting of the Joint School Committee

Members of the Joint School Committee appeared 
receptive to the addition of eight early release days for Tri- 
Town schools during the 2015/2016 school year, but opted 
to hold off on a vote until the May meeting to give the 



Rochester School Committee a chance to formally discuss 
the calendar. The March Rochester School Committee was 
canceled due to a snowstorm. 

Superintendent Doug White briefed joint 
committee members on the proposed calendar, saying the 
only change to the next year would be the addition of the 
eight professional development early release days. 

Assistant Superintendent for Curriculum Elise 
Frangos said, although last year half days were decreased 
to provide for more uninterrupted learning weeks, the 
need for professional development for teachers has not 
been met. With the district at one of the lowest in the state 
for PD hours, only 12 hours as compared to Bourne's 
32 hours, Wareham's 20, and even Concord's 90 hours, 
the additional 16 hours are critical for district initiative 
implementation and collaboration amongst educators. 

"Traditionally, we have had two big days of 
professional development," said Frangos. "Teachers have 
told us ... we have great speakers, but we have very little 
time for follow-up." Frangos said the early release days 
would provide time to spend focusing on student work 
and following up on material learned from guest speaker 
presentations. 

"That time is very precious," said Frangos. "It's 
sorely needed ... so these would be very valued, precious 
segments of time." 

Frangos also talked about "vertical teaming" 
between grade six teachers and grades seven and eight 
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teachers for the sake of the students' transition to junior 
high. 

''Last year, we built the calendars and we really 
thought about the continuation of learning for children/' 
White said. "We started to realize what kind of things 
were not happening for our educators," which is why 
administration was asking to change back to more early 
release days. 

"As a whole, we are very receptive to adding 
the time to the calendar," said Marion School Committee 
member Christine Winters. 

Some concerned committee members also wanted 
to delay the vote so they could assess school attendance 
on Good Friday on April 3. 

Voted Best of The Knot 2012'2015f 
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Good Friday, despite some public outcry, was 
taken off the calendar's list of days off for students last 
year. Mattapoisett School Committee Chairman James 
Higgins was the first to bring up the topic of Good Friday, 
saying he felt compelled to bring up the subject based on 
the feedback he received from some of his constituents, 
''the people who pay for these schools," as Higgins put it. 

Although White said he was hoping the 
committee would approve the school calendar sooner 
rather than later, he pointed out that last year the 
committee did not approve the 2014/2015 school year 
calendar until June. 

The next meeting of the Joint School Committee is 
scheduled for May 14 at 6:30 pm in the junior high school 
media room. 

Sixth Man Plays Role in ORR Title Run

Having done the musical the year before, McFaul 
had acted but never in a play like "Love and Information" 
or in the Black Box.

"I enjoyed the challenge of establishing a 
character in such a short amount of time and trying 
to make the 11 characters I played vary as much as 
possible," said McFaul. This type of play was new for the 
audience as well.

It Follows, Starring Maika Monroe and Keir Gilchrist. 
Directed by David Robert Mitchell. Running time: 101 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

It Follows is a slow-burn, reasonably creepy 
horror film with an unusual premise that promotes 
subtext to text. Jay (Maika Monroe), a teenage girl, has 
sex with her boyfriend. Soon afterward, he tells her he 
has passed some sort of supernatural entity to her. She 
can only get rid of it by passing it along to someone else 
via sex. Otherwise, the thing, which changes appearance 
and can only be seen by its victim, will follow her slowly 
but implacably until it kills her. Mostly, the movie is a 
stylistic calling card in which its writer-director, David 
Robert Mitchell, shows how scrupulously he can ape 
John Carpenter. The comparison only holds sporadically, 
though. Parts of It Follows are so determinedly slack, and 
the performances so unaffected bordering on deadpan, 
that it seems like a mere exercise, not something that 
trades on legitimate fear. 

Carpenter himself isn't doing old-school 
Carpenter style any more, so I understand why this movie 
has been overpraised. It attempts to look and sound 
different from the usual contemporary horror. Any and 
all elements of it that make the viewer shiver ~ its stark 
widescreen images, its straight-backed slow- walking 
fiends, its synth score by Rich Vreeland ~ are pinched 
from vintage Carpenter, particularly Halloween. So it's 
nothing original cosmetically, though it does play at times 
like a commentary on the have-sex-and-die motif that 
many pilloried Halloween for popularizing. The terror here 
becomes so linked to sex it's practically venereal. 

With the occasionally efficacious help of her 
lackluster group of friends. Jay hides from the following 
it, or tries to ward it off. Mitchell doesn't waste much 
breath on exposition, or explaining the rules of this thing. 
It's invisible to all but the person it's following, but it can 
touch anyone and be touched, and it can be hurt, possibly 
killed. In a less laconic movie, we would' ve gotten a five- 
minute planning scene about how the teens scheme to 




electrocute the thing in a swimming pool, but here we 
just watch them setting up the trap with no preamble. 
How they know that electrocution might even work is left 
unspoken. The thing also has no backstory. It's not getting 
revenge on anyone; it's not stalking a long-lost sister or 
observing a holiday. It just exists and follows and kills. 

Is it a metaphor, then, for sexual guilt? As I said, 
the usual subtext of slasher films here becomes text, so it's 
tempting to take it back to subtext, but not much seems to 
be going on under the hood. Mitchell can set up tense and 
satisfying sequences, but the thing he hasn't understood 
about Carpenter in his prime was the way Carpenter 
started out low-key, to lull us into a voyeuristic rhythm, 
and then gradually ratcheted up the suspense. Mitchell 
goes from a scare scene to a slack scene; the result isn't a 
tightening grip of horror or a downward spiral towards 
confrontation, but an alternating jostle of brake and gas 
pedal, brake and gas pedal. 

The movie begins to feel padded out, and not 
one but two boys offer to take on Jay's burden, which 
might have come across as a witty commentary on horny 
teenage boys nobly volunteering to take one for the team, 
but doesn't. Most of It Follows is humorless except for a 
fart joke early on and the washed-out dialogue between 
the kids. (Parents are mainly absent here.) We get quotes 
from Eliot and Dostoyevsky, but no particular insights 
into the characters, other than an anecdote about the kids 
finding porno mags in the woods. The movie unfolds in a 
universe with little or no adult supervision, and the police 
can't help; we might have been encouraged to feel the 
kids' frightened isolation and helplessness, but instead 
we just passively observe it while the Carpenter-copy 
soundtrack goes bloop and zhoom and other noises. I wish I 
had better news about It Follows, but really, don't get your 
hopes up.

Science on Ice 

Please join Tabor Academy in welcoming 
oceanographer and science photographer Chris Linder 
to campus for our first Science at Work Lecture Series 
on March 30 at 6:30 pm in the Stroud Academic Center, 
Tabor Academy, 232 Front Street, Marion. For over a 
decade, Linder has focused on communicating the stories 
of scientists working in the Arctic and Antarctic. He has 
documented dozens of scientific expeditions and has spent 
over two years of his life exploring the polar regions. 

"Polar exploration is at once the cleanest and most 
isolated way of having a bad time which has been devised," 
wrote Apsley Cherry-Garrard of his time with the 1910
